General Otis Declines to Answer. 


Kansas* Troops Have Another En- 


couuter. Situation Improving. 


Washington, Feb. &-The war de- 


partment today received-the following 


from Manila: "The situation ia rap- 


idly 
improving. The

CONCERNING TKE ARMY. 


Not Yet Time to Kedceiu the Fledge 
Given tbeBeceutly Enlisted Soldier*. 


Special dispatches, Washington,-Feb. 8. 


It was said at the war department 


today that the decision respecting the 
status quo in the Philippines and the 
restrictions imposed on the American 
operations there also covers the ques- 
tion of disbanding the army. There is 
quite a large proportion of the regular 
army that was mustered in "for the 
war" with the specific pledge that on 
the return of peace these men, al- 
though regulars and mustered in nomi- 
nally for three years, would be givers 
their discharges at any time on their 
own request 


If advantage were generally taken 


of this pledge it would seriously de- 
plete the American forces in tbe field. 
But time for the redemption of the 
promise has not arrived and, accord- 
ing to the ruling of the department, 
the war continues until after the ex- 
change of ratifications of the peac< 
treaty by the two countries. 
Afte 


that the end of the war, in all proba 
bility, will be formally announced bj 
executive proclamation as was the 
declaration of war last spring. 


General Engau Getrffltr Far.' 


An interesting fact in connectior 


with General Eagan's suspension fron 


the army developed today from inquirj 
at the war department. Although Gen- 
eral Eagan has been suspended "with 
out rank or duty he still remains com- 


missary general of the army, drawing- 
the pay of that office and in no waj 


can be displaced till he is retired. In 
this the army differs from the navy 
In that branch of the service staff ap 
poincments are made for a term o 
four years, at the end of which timi 
the incumbent may be changed or re 
appointed. In the army the appoint- 
ment is for the remaining term of ser 
vice. General Eagan is still In Wash- 
ington and acting as commissary gen- 
eral. Colonel John Weston, taken sict 
in New York, has not yet been ablt 
to assume his place in the department 
at Washington.

Manila, Feb. 8.—JThere are many Indl- 


eations that Manila is full of desperadoes 
who had intended to co-operate with 
Aguinaldo. The police are continually 
capturmg men and worn-en with weapons 
concealed in their clothing. The vigi- 
lance of the authorities in thJs respect 
is highly reassuring. 


Many native clerks, smployed by mer- 


cantile houses, are missing. As it is im- 
possible that they should nave pasfeed 
the lines, the inference is that they are 
in-hiding in the city. 


Several attempts were made to assas- 


sinate Americans on the streets, but that 
danger is now at a minimum, The na- 
tives a?e terribly cowed, and the pre- 
cautions taken, especially against incen- 
diarism, are admirable'. 


The rebels, who have been swept in 


every direction, like pheasants in a 
battue, die by the hundreds in the 
trenches—for the most part passively, 
except the Tgorotes, who charge des- 
perately and uselessly. 


The rebel prisoners declare that their 


attack was unpremeditated; that the 
outposts fired and then everybody fol- 
lowed in accordance with a sort of gen- 
eral understanding. 


Lieutenant Alford, company I, Twen- 


tieth Kansas infantry, and a private 
of that company, were killed, and six 
other members of the regiment were 
wounded near Caloocan last evening 
while reconnoitering. The party was in 
a Jungle, when it was attacked by the 
eneiriy. 


Two companies of the Kansas regiment 


were sent to the relief of their comrades 
and drove the Filipinos into Caloocan, 
penetrating to the very heart of the 
town. Meanwhile the gunboats shelled 
the suburbs. 


General Otis finally recalled tlje troops, 


but the 
.ttives, misunderstanding the 


retreat, failed -to take advantage of it. 
The outskirts of the town were burned.

MR. STEWART'S ACTION. 


What Filipinos Will Do. 


Ixmdon, Feb. S.— -The president of the 


European Filipino junta, in an interview 
yesterday, said: "It is perfectly clear 
that the unfortunate hostilities at Ma- 
nila were occasioned by an attempt of 
the Nebraskans to find a pretext to ob- 
tain control of the SIngalon waterworks. 
The Americans for months have en- 
deavored fruitlessly to induce the Fili- 
pinos to withdraw from these works, as 
the latter fully recognized their immense 
strategic importance. By the destruc- 
tion of the villages between the sea and 
the river bank the Americans secured a 
vast open space from 
which Manila 


might otherwise have been attacked un- 
der cuver. 


"As the Americans have captured the 


waterworks, the Filipinos will now have 
to retire to the mountains of Sanmateo 
and Boso-Boso, which, as they are only 
an hour's distance, command the capi- 
tal, and it will be impossible to dislodge 
them from there. 
/ 


"The whole Filipino strength will now 


be devoted to the protection of the coun- 
try outside of Manila, as Aguinaldo If 
aware that even If he captured the city 
he could not hold it with American war- 
ships in the tay. 


"The Americans also will have to de- 


pend for their food supply on shipment^ 
from abroad, as the insurgents will ef 
fectually cut off the supply from the iij 
terior." 


The Filipino agent concluded with as- 


serting- that A^oncillo, Agruinaldo's a^er 
in America, and the European junta hat1 
unceasipff'y advised Aguinaldo not t- 
Commence hostilit'es. But. he added, th 
Filipinos regarded the landing- of Arneri 
can reinforcements as a threat, and'th's 
added to the proclamation of Generri 
Otis refusing political Tights to the na- 
tives and iraiig-urating- a military re- 
trime, had strained native opinion to tin 
breaking point.

"CROSSED"-MONEY ORDERS. 


Safeguard*' Employed In England In 


Making Small Remittance*. 


Americans who are baying books ID 


small quantities or are remitting does 
to tbe treasurers of English societies of 
which tbey bappeu to be members occa- 
sionally receive a printed or written re- 
quest to use a "crossed" order when 
sending nioi»°y. At first they are likely 
to be mystified by the phrase. Even if 
inquiry is uissde at tbe postoffice in this 
country it is quite possible that DO sat 
isfactory explanation will be obtainable 
The remitting party will ascertain, 
though, that American postoffioes do uot 
issue "crossed" orders. 


Tbe term in question refers to two 


lines drawn with a pen from tbe top to 
the bottom of a postal order on its face 
near the middle and an inch or two 
apart. That treatment of a money order 
will prevent payment of it to any one 
but a banker, and if, as is sometimes 
done, tbe name of some particular bank 
is written in the space between tbe 
lines tbe order will be paid only to that 
institution. It is not necessary to use 
any words in addition to tbe name of 
tbe bauk. No explicit prohibition is re- 
quired. The mere crossing of tbe order 
is a well understood signal to tbe Brit- 
ish postal authorities, for. while tbe 
custom is comparatively unfamiliar to 
people on this side of tbe Atlantic, it is 
common enough in tb'e Doited King- 
dom 


When an American remits money in 


this manner, be crosses bis order him- 
self, but in several foreign countries the 
poetoffice does not give the order to the 
sender, bat transmits it directly to the 
paying office. Tbe person who rHt.its 
merely Feuds notice to tbe right person 
to BO to tbe postoffice and apply for tbe 
money. Where this neage prevails tbe 
postoffice issues a crossed order because 
the sender cannot cross tbe order him- 
self. Such is the practice, for instance, 
in Germany, Belgium, Austria aud 
Italy.-—New York Tribune. 


NO STOVES IN KOREA. 


Instead Fine* Are Laid Under the 


Floor*. Which Are Thn* Heated. 
Stores are not used to any extent by 


tbe nath e Koreans 
The Korean nietb- 


ud of heatiug is excellently adapted to 
their resources and conditions In build" 
ing their bouses they lay down a sys- 
tem of fines where the floor is to be 
These flues begin at a fireplace, which 
is usually placed in an outer shed or 
connecting closed alleyway. 


From tbis fireplace tbe Sues extend 


in a more or less curved direction, like 
tbe ribs of a round fan, to a trench at 
tbe rear of tbe room, which in turn 
opens iirto a chimney, which is usually 
placed some distance from the bouse 
Flat flagstones are then placed carefully 
over these flues, and the whole is ce- 
mented over and finally covered with a 
thick oil paper, for which tbe country 
is noted. This paper keeps smoke from 
entering tbe room, and a little straw or 
brushwood, used in the fireplace for 
cooking tbe rice, serves to beat tbe 
stone floor and gives au agreeable 
warmth, which lasts till the time of the 
next meal. 


Two heatings daily tend to give the 


people a nice warm floor, upon wbicb 
they sit in tbe daytime and sleep at 
uigbt. By leaving their shoes at tbe 
door tbe inmates preserve tbe paper 
floor, which from constant polishing 
takes on a rich brown color.—New 
York Press.

DYED DIAMONDS. 


fellow Stone* Can Be Made to Look 


Like Gem* of the I'M rut Water. 
"There are tricks in every trade" has 


frown to be an adago, and this proverb 
holds especially good with regard to the 
jewelry trade, which for "ways that 
are dark and tricks that are vain" fair- 
ly takes the palm for roguery. 


Although a great deal of capital, time 


and labor have been devoted to counter- 
feiting the diamond, very little success 
has been obtained from a fraudulent 
point of view, as the diamond possesses 
extraordinary qualities 
of hardness 


and brilliancy, with which no imi- 
tation, up to now, can attempt to vie. 
"Paste" of all kinds can be tested by 
means of ft sharp steel file, which 
scratches its surface. 


A method of successful imposition 


with diamonds has. however, been dis- 
covered, and the originator of this swin- 
dle actually defrauded the pawnbrokers 
of London alone in one year of upward 
of $500,000. 


The general public, as well as jewel- 


ers, are aware that diamonds of a yel- 
lowish tinge, or, as they are called in 
the trade, "straws." are worth very lit- 
tle. 
Large stones of this color, even 


when weighing from 10 to 100 carats, 
are quite common and will only fetch 
in the market from $5 to $20 per carat, 
the value, of course, increasing in ratio 
with weight. Diamonds of the same 
weight, if of the first water, or perfect- 
ly colorless, would be worth from five 
to ten times as much. 


The methods of the individual refer- 


red to were as follows: He purchased a 
quantity of "yellow" stones, and then 
by a simple yet ingenious process suc- 
ceeded in in.parting to them an evanes- 
cent purity of color. This was done by 
procuring two ordinary glasses, a kettle 
of boiling water and a threepenny 
packet of mauve dye. 


The "yellow" diamond, which was 


perhaps set in a gold ring or pin, was 
merely dipped in- the glass containing 
the dye, and then in clean boiling wa- 
ter half a dozen times, and allowed to 
dry, when it presented all the appear- 
ance, even to the eye of an expert, of a 
magnificent stone of the first water. 


The next move was to place the ring 


on the finger, and the well dressed dia- 
mond dyer would sally forth, enter a 
pawnbroker s and pledge the ring for at 


• least three times its worth. 
Within 13 


hours, however, the effects of the dye 
would have disappeared, and the pawn- 
broker could only wonder, what on 
earth was wrong with his eyes when be 


i advanced so much money on such a yel- 


I low stone.

Fortunately, owing to the magnitude 


i of this individual's operations, 
the 


I fraud was discovered, and now pawn- 
' brokers, if they are suspicions of a dia- 
| mond's color, immerse it in nitric acid, 


which destroys any dye that may be 
present without 'in any way injuring 
the stone. —London Mail

MANY SECRET MINES. 


ENGLAND'S COAST STUDDED WITH 


THESE DEFENSES. 


rh»lr Locality, Approaches and Ftp. 


In* Poinj* Are Hyaterlei Thai For- 
eign Sple* Have Ofttn Tried, but 
Altvny* In Vain, to Solve. 


England has the most formidable 


navy in the world, but she does not 
rely npon it alone in the event of war 
to prevent a foreign force from landing 
upon her shores. London Tit-Bits, in 
an article on the secret coast defenses 
of Great Britain, says- 


ID the event of war no alien army 


could approach our shores without im- 
periling its navy by encountering our 
explosive mines, scores of which sur- 
round onr coasts at all places likely to 
be sr-| cted for attack by a f jreign foe. 
Th 
" i imea is also carefully shielded 


bj 
ilar secret mines, one of these 


hi 
n the vicinity of Blackwall. The 


pr 
locality of these mines is. how- 


evt 
or obvior.s reasons, kept a dark 


and inscrutable mystery, and the ap- 
proaches to them are so cleverly con- 
structed and concealed that no one save 
an expert would suspect their real 
character. 


An innocent looking cellar at the 


basement of a certain tradesman's shop 
IB the entrance to one important mine, 
but even tlie tradesman himself is not 
aware that the government rents his 
cellar, nor does he ever surmise the true 
nature of the operations carried on 
therein 
The mines are equipped with 


explosives of the most potent kind and 
admirably connected with the secret 
chambers on shore by means of electric 
wires. 


Each mine is controlled by a button. 


over which are printed particulars re- 
lating to the location and character of 
the mine. This button is placed in the 
wall of the secret chamber and covered 
by a double door, securely locked, the 
outer door so closely resembling the 
wall of the chamber that no one but 
those in the secret could detect its pres- 
ence. The chambers are double locked 
and approached by passages protected 
in a similar manner. 


Every lock and key is specially made 


for the government and is unlike any 
other 
Only a few of the very highest 


officials are allowed to use these keys, 
and they are solemnly sworn to preserve 
their secret rigidly. No persons apart 
from those especially empowered may 
inspect or visit any of the secret cham- 
bers at any time except by express 
written permit personally 
procured 


from a certain high official. This is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to obtain, and in 
fact is rarely ever granted. 


Prior to such a permit being issued 


the officials assure themselves that the 
possessor of the document bears a 
blameless character, is British born and 
has no ulterior reasons for preferring 
his request 
This settled, he is sworn 


to secrecy in the most solemn manner, 
blindfolded and conducted by a circuit- 
ous route to the secret chamber, where 
he is permitted to use his eyes, but not 
his tongue, no questions being answer- 
ed by the attending officials. 


Strange stones have been told of at- 


tempts made by foreign spies to p ti- 
trate the privacy of these mysterious 
mines. 


A young lieutenant in the navy, 


whose honorable character won the con- 
fidence of his superior oi-cers some 
years since, was accorded the privilege 
of guarding one of these secret mines 
and intrusted with certain information 
concerning its character. 


Soon after his appointment he became 


engaged to a charming young French 
lady of whom he w as desperately enam- 
ored. By some inexplicable means hi'j 
fiancee got to hear of his appointment. 
and by alternate threats and persuasion 
induced him to take her to see the se- 
cret mine under his care. 


On the evening arranged, after ex- 


tracting a solemn vow of secrecy from 
his ladylove and getting her to don tLe 
dress of a naval officer for the occasion 
he was about to set out on his secret 
mission when, to his surprise and 
alarm, he and his companion were ar- 
rested by detectives. In some mysterious 
manner the authorities had been en- 
lightened as to the proceedings on foot 
and were in time to stop them.

THE FILIPINOS. 


The news of yesterday from Manila 


throws some light on the character of 
the Filipinos. 
A wounded American 


doctor fell into the hands of the Filip- 
inos and was brutally murdered and 
his body mutilated. At the same time 
the Americans were humanely caring 
for tbe wounded islanders. A flag of 
truce was dishonored by the Filipinos 
firing on the officers who n-.et under it, 
including the 
officer from their own 


forces. The Filipino officer had to risk 
bis life by returning to his lines facing 
the fire from his countrymen's rifles. 
When the attack on the American lines 
was beginning the more wily of the 
Filipinos induced one of their tribes, 
whose only weapons were bows and 
arrows, to take a posi.on in front of 
tbe deadly American artillery by which 
they were mowed down like grass. 
Among the dead on the batuefield were 
found the bodies of women dressed in 
masculine attire. 


These facts go far to prove that the ; 


masses of the Filipinos are far below j 
our standard of civilization, that they i 
are incapable 
of distinguishing be- 


tween a friend and enemy and that 
they are the fltttest of tools for a 
plotter and would-be dictator such as 
Aguinaldo appears to be. Note Aguin- 
aldo's proclamations. 
He is the law 


and the so-called Filipino congress is 
ordered to do his biddlnr, and at his 
command the people are to consider 
themselves in an attitude of war to- 
wards the Americans. 


The United States government with 


reference to the Filipinos finds itself 
much in the same position as the guard 
of an insane person finds himself with 
reference to tne person out of his mind. 
The insane person's violence must be 
subdued for that person's own good. 
Of course it can be said that the United 
States government has no moral right 
to interfere with the Filipinos and 
bring them to whatever few senses they 
have got, but this same kind of argu- 
ment would make tbe straight-jacket 
barbarous. Perhaps one of the best 
things the United States government 
could do would be the casting out of 
the Filipino devil, which is Aguinaldo.

Among the Probabi.'ities. 


Washington. Feb. 8.—If-ere is unani- 


mity of opinion among both army and 
navy officers Jn the two departments as 
to need of an immediately aggre?sive 
campaign on the part of the forces in the 
Phi ipplr«s. Without exception the hope 
is erpressed that General Otis w 11 be 
graven a free hand to follow up the b'«w 
against the Filipinos, who have violated 
the truce, and grive them a salutary 
chastisement while the memory of their 
Saturday defeat is still fresh in mind. 


One officer who has done as much In- 


dian campaigning as almost any man in 
the department sa:d yesterday in dis- 
cussing the situation: "Every day that 
Is lost in following up the blow at the 
irsurgents means an added 10 men to 
the American death list when the final 
summing up of the Philippine situation 
is made. The Philippine natives are like 
all ha!f savage pec-pie; they are gov- 
erned in their aggression by nothing but 
a fear of being whipped-by their enemy, 
and they cannot understand any for- 
>bearance on the part of an opponent ex- 
cept on the theory that he is afraid of 
them. We have had the same thing for 
30 years in our own Indian wars. The 
British have had the same thing in India 
and Africa, and so have all the Caucasian 
races where^ er they have had to deal 
with half civilized peoples. We lost 
more men ai:d killed more Indians in the 
west through the mild, temporizing and 
supposedly humane policy of successive 
administrations than we ever would have 
lost in a few sharp, sound thrashings ad- 
ministered in successive allopathic doses, 
Just to show the untutored savage that 
we meant business and would whip him 
flist and treat him right afterward. 


"Wheti the government anandoned the 


old Milk river route, as it was called, 
through the northern Sioux country and 
evacuated the lands to the Indians by 
treaty, it really precipitated the whole 
of the great Sioux uprising that included 
the Custer massacre. 


"This may sound harsh and prejudiced, 


but the fa~t la that, in spite of the treaty 
and pow-wows, the Indians thought we 
withdrew from their country because we 
were afraid of ll>em and they went to 
burning abandoned military stations, 
and as there was no-body there to stop 
them and nobody cared whether they 
burned them or not, they went from that 
to the warpath and commenced wiping 
out settlements outside their concession. 


"The 
case is just the same today In 


the Philippines. It Is unfortunate for 
them that the natives can't understand 
a humane policy on the part of this gov- 
ernment, or that we intend to deal hon- 
tstly with them. Forbearance on our 
part now s'mply means to them that we 
are afraid of them, and the quicker we 
whip them thoroughly and disabuse their 
minds, the sooner we can enter on an era 
of peaceful reconstruction and reform."

It is understood that the campa'gn

the department. None of them cared to 
be riuotecl in comment upon the state- 
ments made by Geners.1 Otis, but one 
exj.ert declared that so far as he was 
Informed, the latest pattern of Mausers 
that the Spanish troops in Manila had 
were dated as far back as 1896. while the 
latest pattern, such as described by the 
cablegram, was right up to date, seem- 
tn< to indicate that they had not been 
obtained by capture or gift from the 
Spanish, but from somo other source. 
Under international law citizens of a 
neutral state may sell arms to insur- 
gents at the risk of having them cap- 
tured as contraband on the way to de- 
livery, and these arms must have been 
smugRled from some of the Asiatic ports 
recently. 
However, as Otis and Dewey 


undoubtedly have taken steps to cut 
off the further supply of ammunition, 
and the insurgents are wasting large 
quantities, these arms soon will be of 
much less value. 


Secretary Alger yesterday sent the fol- 


lowing cablegram, to General Otis at 
Manila: 
Accept my best congratula- 


tions upon your magnificent victory of 
Sunday, all the more'creditable because 
you were not the aggressor."

Washington, Feb. 8.—The senate com- 


mittee on finance held its first meeting 
under the chairmanship of Senator 
Aldrich yejtsrday. The new chairman 
assumed his duties as if long accustomed 
to them and dispatched business with 
vigor. The committee discussed the bill 
extending the tariff and internal rev- 
enue laws of the United States, but did 
not act upon the bill beyond referring it 
to a sub-ccmmittee. The committee au- 
thorized a favorable report on the bill for 
th*> amendment of the internal revenue 
laws re ating to distilled spirits. The 
bill extends the period' during which 
whisky spirits may remain in.bond with- 
out paying tax from four to seven years. 
The committee also authorized a favor- 
able report on the hill permitting the ex- 
portation of spirits in tin'cans enclosed in 
wcoden packages. Senator AlcTich an- 
nounced bis intention of going to Europe 
within the r«xt few .days for the purpose 
of remaining three or four mor.ths.

MENTAL BPIUET IN GYMNASTICS 


Effect of One Set of Mnaclei on An- 


otlic'i—1'hjnlfiiJ JSffectH ami Mental 
St vii in In Slack 'Wire Balancing. 
Piirt Playt'U l»y Siiilit and Hearing. 
Criminals' Requirement*. 


Dr. William G. Anderson, instructor 


in gymnastics at Yale university, h..8 
recently completed a series of experi- 
ments bearing upon the effects of one 
set of muscles upon another and of the 
development of one side of the body 
upon the development of the opposite 
side. The first experiment was an at- 
tempt to prcvo that the mnscles on one 
side of the body increased in strength, 
without extra exercise, if the strength 
of the muscles on the opposite side in- 
creased. A number of students were ex- 
perimented on for six days. 
The 


strength of the muscles of both hands 
was ascertained by means of an oval 
spring dynamometer, after which the 
men exercised the right hand daily for 
one week by squeezing a small piece of 
broom handle. In tables compiled by 
Dr. Anderson it is shown that the right 
hands of the students gained on an 
average 6 8-10 pounds in six days and 
the left 7 4-5 pounds. In tbe experi- 
ments with the dynamometer the aver- 
age gain of four men experimenting 7% 
minutes a day was for the right hand 
11 7-10 and for the left hand 13 1-5. 
Dr. Anderson rnnrludes from these ex- 


if the muscles of one 


hand are trained or strengthened for a 
time those of the other hand, which 
have not been exercised during the same 
time, will likewise increase in strength. 
Ihe men experimented tipoii were ath- 
letes and gymnasts and in active train- 
ing during the year. 


Another experiment proved that a 


man who learns one exercise on one side 
of the body will have little difficulty in 
learning it on the other side. A num- 
ber of students were taught one of the 
most difficult movements in club swing- 
ing, known as the snake. Each man 
practiced the snake with his left band 
for a number of days until he had 
reached a high stage of proficiency. 
One man reports that he worked daily 
about five minutes with iris left band, 
upending in all 105 minutes. He then 
tried it with his right hand and suc- 
ceeded in doing it the very first time 
and discovered that aftar six trials he 
was able to make a better snake wiih 
his right hand than with his left. An- 
other experiment was to teach the re- 
verse snake to a man who was already 
proficient with the regular movement. 
He spent 35 minutes daily for six suc- 
cessive days on the reverse snake, 
working only with the right hand. 
After becoming proficient he tried his 
other hand and found that he conld do 
it as well with that hand after 45 min- 
utes' practice. With the seven men ex- 
perimented on tbe average time requir- 
ed for the right hand to learn the move- 
ment was 69.1 minutes and for the left 
hand 28.7 minutes; in other words, the 
left hand will do the task in about one- 
third of the time. 


A still more interesting experiment 


was to determine whether the muscles 
can be treated to execute movements, if 
the movements are thought out care- 
fully in advance by tbe brain, the mus- 
cles not to be put at work until tbe 
brain is perfectly familiar with what 
they afe to be called upon to do; to 
discover in how much shorter time, if 
first master 3 by the brain, the same or 
similar movements can be executed, 
and whether such movements are learn- 
ed more qtiickly through the sense of 
eight or the sense of hearing. 


A number of men were selected and 


directed to fold their arms and to go 
through a drill in their minds for four 
minutes. At the end of that time they 
sn>se from their cbaira, took places on 
the floor, and executed the movements, 
only one man in 14 making an error. 
To the same nttmbar of men a number 
of similar movements were then shown, 
but were not explained to them 
Tha 


whole class barned the exercise in a few 
seconds mor than one minute without 
showing an} nnnsnal fatigue 
Dr. An- 


derson concluded from these experi- 
ments that gymnastic movements can 
be learned by the njind without using 
the muscles at all, that movements ' 
when learned through the sense of sight 
require abont one-sixth of the time 
needed when taught mentally, and that 
they are not so fatiguing, and that gym- 
nastic movements are learned more 
quickly through itoe sense of sight than 
of sound, but that the sbor.test time is 
the result of the combination cf tbe two 
senses. 


The most difficult of the experiments 


was to determine how much time is 
needed to educate one side of the body, 
if tbe other side is trained, and what 
physical and mental qualities are re- 
quired to execute difftpult balancing 
feats. The experiment differed from 
those already described in that the aim 
was to discover how much time was re- 
quired to learn again certain feats 
which brought into play tbe wbole side 
of the body and not a single member 
To do this a slack wire was placed in 
the gymnasium. It was 80 feet long, 
tbe ends being ten feet and the slack 
two feet from tho floor. Tbe men ex- 
perimented on bad a great deal of diffi- 
culty in learning to balance themselves 
upon thia slack wire, but they made 
gradual progress and after tho third

WHAT IS MEANT BY "SALVAGE" AND 


HOW IT 13 PAID. 


tbere Is Wo litw That Slgrnnls or Dio- 


trea» at Sea Meat Be Heeded—Pub- 
lic Opinion Alone Enforce* Re- 


I »pon»e» to Call* For Help. 


Salvage on ships saved at sea by oth- 


ers in the majority of cases is paid by the 
underwriters, although the big steam- 
ship companies insure themselves. The 
insurance companies tbink that a board 
of arbitration can more satisfactorily 
adjust salvage claims than can the 
courts. The word salvage, as defined by 
that celebrated admiralty authority, 
RoEcoe, is "the reward -which is earned 
by these who have voluntarily saved or 
assisted in saving a ship or boat or their 
apparel or any sort thereof or tbe lives 
of persons at sea or a ship, cargo or any 
part thereof, from peril or & wreck 
from total loss." The last part of tbe 
definition is a trifle puzzling. 


In discussing tbe merits of salvage 


cases it must be remembered that tfrere 
is no obligation, written or implied, 
npon the master or crew of any vessel 
to heed signals of distress. Public opin- 
ion alone enforces tbe idea that "a call 
for help at sea ninst be obeyed." Tbe 
Jaws of salvage are merely framed to 
encourage tia saving of life and proper- j 
ty on the deep.

America as a rule cannot be accused of neglecting her heroes. But of late 


Miss Columbia has been acquiring such a number of them to look after that 
there seems to be some danger of the older names being forgotten, or at least 
••glected. 


That once gallant young American officer. Stephen Decatur. Is one of the 


Older lights that newer luminaries threaten to relegate to an undeserved ob- 
livion. The consciousness of this has prompted the leaders of several promi- 
nent patriotic societies to suggest that the anniversary of Decatur's deed of 
daring in the port of Tripoli 95 years ago be in some way fittingly commemo- 
rated a,nd that the Kth o,f every February, on which took place what Admiral 
Nelson at the time characterized as "the most daring act of the age." be ap- 
propriately kept green in the memory of Americans. 


There are a few of our countrymen even today, however, who take pleas- 


ure in making a journey to the plctuiesque old port of Tripoli and surrepti- 
tiously chuckling over the scene of an old time American victory. 


Decatur's now well known adventure in many respects was not unlike 


Hobson's exploit at Santiago harbor. On the 10th of May, 1801, the very im- 
prudent and equally impudent pasha, feeling out of sorts because our govern-

ment had presented a frigate to the dey of Algiers, declared war on the United 
States, cut down the American flagstaff and proceeded to appropriate all 
American shipping that he could lay hands on. One of these captured vessels 
was the frigate Philadelphia. To recover this vessel Decatur, with 83 picked 
men and officers, sailed into the port on a captured and disguised Tripohtan 
vessel/ Decatur and his crew pretended to be in great distress, and before the 
enemy realized the actual condition of affairs they had drawn up alongside 
the Philadelphia. The vessel was boarded, captured and burned by the gallant 
little band of Americans, who afterward made their escape from the harbor 
with but a single casualty. 


To "the average American mind the mention of Tripoli brings up sugges- 


tions of Barbary pirates and recollections from the youthful' reading of 
books of a more or less imaginative character. It is not generally known that 
tt Is from Tripoli that most of the explorers of the northern portions of Africa 
set out and that it is perhaps the most interesting city in all Africa for the 
tourist to visit. 


Besides being of considerable commercial importance, this city has a 


strange and attractive beauty of its own. It occupies an oasis on the very 
edge of the great desert, and outside the walls of the town the long, level 
plains of sand, dotted with an occasional palm tree, begin, the forbidding 
fringe of the greatest desert on this globe. 


The visitor's first glimpse of Tripoli is a vision of glistening white walls 


and tall minarets flashing gold and silver in the sun. From the deck of a 
steamer one sees in the foreground a stretch of water of a dull blue green, on 
the right a line of black rocks flecked with foam and In the distance toward 
the city a lighthouse. The harbor is always full of shipping, and plenty of 
British. Turkish. Italian, French and Greek shins can be seen lying about. The 
Greek contingent is made up mostly of picturesque looking sponge fishing boats 
with great feathery looking lateen sails. 


Upon landing the visitor is closely Questioned regarding his nationality and 


business. He is not permitted to escape from the small square of pavement 
fenced hs on three sides by formidable barriers Into which he has disembarked 
until all questions asked by the authorities are satisfactorily answered. He 
then passes out through the sea gate of Tripoli, which is an Impressive looking 
horseshoe arch set with heavy metal doors. In the center of this archway is a 
small metal stud against which the gates close. This bit of metal has a pe- 
culiar tradition associated with it. It is firmly believed by the native citizens 
of Tripoli that the departing stranger who steps on this small copper stud is 
bound to return once more to the city. 


Once inside the town, the visitor finds himself in a narrow, winding street, 


very dirty and very badly paved with cobblestones. The city, however, has a 
sort of compensating plcturesqueness, the most remarkable structure in the 
town being the Roman triumphal arch, erected A. D. 164 in honor of the joint 
reigns of the emperors Marcus Aurelius and Lucius ^Elius. After the Turkish 
occupation of Tripoli, in the forties of the present century, this arch was used 
as an ordinary dwelling house and was later rented to an Italian, who now 
conducts a most flourishing cafe in it. On this beautiful arch, which has now 
descended to such base uses, is a bas-relief representation of a female figure 
of Victory drawn In a car by two sphinxes. Beneath these figures are various 
trophies of arms and the Roman eagle on a helmet. Beneath this again Is a 
large and- well populated pigsty. Next to this harmonious habitation is a well 
filled coal shed, and the dilapidated condition into which portions of the arch 
have been permitted to fall shows eloquently enough the reverence which the 
ordinary citizen of Tripoli has for the memories of the Caesars and Incidental- 
ly for a most th valuable remnant of Roman art. 


The most pretentious house In Tripoli is the British consulate genera!, which 


has been In the possession of the British government for over a century. But, 
like most Moorish bouses, it has very little exterior pretentiousness and Is so 
built that it can be converted into a fortress at a moment's notice. The Sudan

negroes form at least one-third of the population of the city, in which there 
IM a large market devoted to the sale of Sudan goods, such as ivory, skins, os- 
trich feathers and curiosities. 


The Turk« of late have been doing a great deal of building In the out- 
skirts of the city, one of their latest erections being a very handsome foun- 
tain In honor of their present sultan. The mosqiK and larger buildings are now 
also subjected to an occasional touch of repairing, although the streets are 
most religiously kept in their old time state of universal fllthlness. Through the 
greater part of the older portion* of the city it is Impossible to go about with 
wheeled vehicle*, «o narrow and muddy are almost all the streets. 


The Turks maintain about 10,000 troops In the pashallc of Tripoli, of which 


the greater part is concentrated In the city Itself. In the more modern part 
of the town the authorities have Just finished building an Immense clock tower 
that will add a new element to the architectural Incongruities of the city. 
Although there Is at present not one good hotel in Tripoli, It la nevertheless 
a delightful place to visit, this being particularly so if the visit is made dur- 
ing the month of March, before the Intense heat of the African summer ha* 
yet set la.

The Last of the So Called Roller Ship. 


The old Idea held for so many years by mariners that the roller snip waa to be the ersft of the future has at last 


been exploded. Bazin's roller ship, the Ernest Bazin, of which so much was expected, now lies at its dock in Hull a 
pathetic monument of misdirected energy. She was to have revoluiionized the form and construction of all our swift- 
est passenger steamers, and a fortune of $100,000 was expended In building her. It was Bazia's idea that a ship's prog- 
ress through the water could be facilitated by rolling over the waves instead of forcing a passage through them. It 
was one of those ideas which only a good fair trial could either establish or disprove. The trial has been made, and 
now the roller boat belongs to the popular superstitions that have been forever exploded. On her trial trip this unique 
vessef realized scarcely one-half the speed anticipated and was sold at a fraction of her original cost to be dismantled 
and broken up. 


The Ernest Bazin is a ve,ry peculiarly constructed craft. The six huge hollow rollers are about 35 feet in diame- 


ter and 12 feet thick. Their shape closely resembles two saucers having their edges joined together. About one-quar- 
ter only of each roller Is submerged, and no part of the hull of the vessel touches the water. The deck, some 130 feet 
long and 44 feet wide, is elevated some distance above the water line arid carries the superstructure devoted to passen- 
ger accommodation and machinery spaces. The method of propulsion is by the usual screw, rotating in an inclined 
position between the rollers and driven by a 500 hoisepower engine. The rollers themselves also possess independent 
motive power In the form of a smaller engine connected with each pair of wheels.

for ostrich plumes, is still plentiful m 
many'parts of Australia, although the 
hunting down of this beautiful animal 
has been one ^ of the highly civilized 
white man's gentle sports. This first 
cousin of the African ostrich in an af- 
fectionately disposed animal, for he al- 
ways roams over his native plains with 
his ladylove along with him. 


They nest during the Australian win- 


ter, in May and June. They have more 
advanced ideas on the subject of nest- 
ing than has the ostrich, who 18 content 
to lay her eggs in a mere scraping in 
the sand. The more fastidious emu 
chooses a place near a tree or stump, 
where it makes a collection of leaves, 
grass or bark. Unlike most nests, It is 
not round, but oblong, and In this odd 
nest the female lays as many as IS 
eggs.

Government House at Apia. 


Hawaii, like all other countries, has Us heroes. In the city of Honolulu 


stands a statue of Kamehameha the Great, who might be called the George 
Washington of Hawaii. One hundred years ago the native Hawaiian, strange 
as it may saem, was noted for his grit and daring and had something more than 
a cotton string for a backbone. At that time Kamehameha. who was first of his 
royal line, overcame by force or treachery all the other chiefs and united the 
islands into one kingdom, with himselt at king, one government the islandshave 
remained to this day, and in commemoration of his great services a statue of 
this Hawaiian Frederick the Great has been erected in front of the govern- 
mental judiciary building. This statue represents the old time warrior as a 
handsome heathen draped in the royal ypllow feather cloak and as little besides 
as the demands of the modern ideas of propriety require. The statue is of 
bronze and .was made several generations after the death of the monarch. It i* 
the work of an American artist. 


Events which have been taking place in the Samoan islands have one* 


more drawn the eyes of the public to that picturesque corner of the world. 
The town of Apia, besides being the most important seaport of the Samoan 
group, is also the seat of government of that cluster of beautiful sun kissed 
islands of the southern Pacific. Apia has but one real street, the town itself 
being in the form of a crescent, following the shore of the bay upon which It 
:s built. The foreigners occupy the center of Uae town, -vhile the natives liva 
at the two ends of the crescent There are at present about 400 foreigners liv- 
ing on the island, of which number some 50 are Americans.

fading of the 1899 jury list. 
The members of the council who were 


absent at the roll call were Messrs. 
Ladam, Mignault, Rice and Whitaker. 
The first communication from the 
mayor informed tho council of the 
resignation of N. D. Giroux as regis- 
trar and the appointment of J. A. Saul- 
nier. Jr., to fill out the unexpired term.

The Fire Alarm System. 


The communication from the Game- 


well company In regard to the fire 
alarm madte three propositions. One 
was that the city could renew the 
present lease, paying an annual rental 
of J1320 for three years, at the end of 
which time the compiny would n-ot 
guarantee another roiievra'. The sec- 
ond was that the city could- make a 
lease for five years at $1602 a year, 
taking care of the system at its own 
expense, and at the end of the lease 
becoming owners of the system. The 
other was that the city could lease the 
system under exactly the same condi- 
tions for a period of seven years, pay- 
ing the annual rent of $1208, becoming 
the owner of the system at the end of 
seven years. The matter was referred 
to the finance committee. 


library Money. 


The renort of John H. Emigh as com- 


missioner of public works on the ex- 
penditure of the money appropriated 
for the city library was transmitted 
from the mayor and accepted. 
Out of 


the appropriation of ?9000 the follow- 
ing amounts were expended: Previous 
debts $3882.50; finishing the building,

A New Office. 


A communication from the mayor 


called attention to the state law in 
regard to the appointment of an in- 
spector of wires, who should have the 
responsibility for seeing that all the 
electric light wires in the city were 
safe and that all dead wires were re- 
moved. This was referred to the com- 
mittee on ordinances. 


minor Business. 


A petition from the New England 


Telephone company for permission to 
place poles on South State street for 
a quarter of a mile south of Walnut 
street was received, and the company 
was given permission on a former pe- 
tition to erect two poles on Ashland 
street. 


There were a number of committee 


reports to be read. The finance and 
special committee which has the ques- 
tion of a new school building on the i 
hospital property in hand asked for 
more time. Chairman Cutting explain- 
ed that the committee had not had 
time to consider the matter properly, 
and also that it was -thought best not 
to make decision until after it had 
been learned whether the city would 
be allowed by the state legislature to 
refund a part of the city debt, as has 
been petitioned. 


The committee on buildings reported 


that the petition from the North Ad- 
ams Pilgrims for permission to erect 
a temporary club house of wood in the 
rear of the Hoosac Savings bank should 
not be granted, as it conflicted with the 
city ordinance which specified the kind 
of buildings to be erected in the fire 
limits.

The committee on streets reported on 


the matter of a sewer for the residents 
of Summit and Harrison avenues that 
the sanitary condition of those aven- 
ues was very bad. and that action 
should be% taken as soon as possible. 


Wider Street Wanted. 


In regard to the acceptance as a 


public street of that part of Brace- 
well avenue west of Eagle street* the 
same committee reported that it would 
be advisable to have the street opened 
for safe travel, but that! it would be 
best to have added to the street a 
strip of land on the side. The commit- 
tee therefore recommended that the 
mayor, city solicitor and commissioner 
of public works be instructed to look 
into this matter of securing this land. 
and see that provision for its purchase 
was included In the budget of appro- 
priations for 1899 to be acted on by the 
council later, and that then the abut- 
tors make their petition again.
